Applicant is reminded that during patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest reasonable interpretation consistent 
with the specification." Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the 
examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1 393, 
1404-05. 162 USPQ 541. 550-51 (CCPA 1969). 

While the meaning of claims of issued patents are interpreted in light of the specification, prosecution history, prior art and other claims, 
this is not the mode of claim interpretation to be applied during examination. During examination, the claims must be interpreted as 
broadly as their terms reasonably allowed. This means that the words of the claim must be given their plain meaning unless applicant has 
provided a clear definition in the specification. In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 
In this instance applicant argues that the prior art of record does not mention voltages or measuring an output voltage of a regulator and 
transmitting the measure voltage to the controller, (col. 8, lines 59-67) . The signals are being interpreted as voltages since it would be 
within reasonable interpretation for one skilled in the art.
